The West Coast show season has arrived once again, and as the official auctioneer of the Long Beach Expo, 
Heritage is excited to present another stellar collection of material for this major auction event. The Long Beach 
Expo draws dealers and collectors from far and wide, serving as one of the epicenters of the numismatic world. 
The offerings within this sale appeal similarly to a broad scope of tastes and interests, bringing collectors 
around the world together to enjoy a variety of material which is certain to arouse their deepest collecting 
passions. 


Much can be said about the diversity of the offerings in this sale, but even narrowing these down to more 
specific areas, one is bound to be pleased by what the auction contains. From Britain, one of the pinnacles 
of the event takes the form of a 1917 London-minted Sovereign. The specimen is one of the very few coins of 
the issue in existence, most of them having been melted down to pay war debts, and is here seen in Choice 
condition, just shy of being the finest known example of this rare date. However, Britain has more to offer, 
including a 1595 Elizabeth Pound and a 1656 Cromwell Broad, both fantastic representations of their respective 
types in AU states of preservation, and so many more pieces than we are reasonably able to list. 


The selection from Spain and Portugal and their Latin American colonies is extensive, spanning across the 
old world and the new. From Spain we find an exceptionally scarce 1871 5 Pesetas of Amadeo |, impressively 
presented in a rare proof format. From Brazil, a low-mintage gold 6400 Reis from 1825. From the extinct 
Central American Republic a near-Mint State 4 Escudos of 1837, virtually never seen with such radiance and 
eye appeal. 


If all this weren’t enough, the scope and depth of the Ancient pieces within the sale should make even the most 
ardent collector of modern crowns stop to take a second look. The Roman selection is particularly magnificent, 
some highlights including a sublime gathering of Aurei spanning the period from Julius Caesar to August, Nero, 
Hadrian, and beyond. From Ancient Greece we are pleased to present a similarly enticing selection, among 
which are a Macedonian Acanthus Tetradrachm of fine style and in near-uncirculated condition, followed by 
many other exciting pieces, including a beautiful and deeply toned Poseidonian silver Stater, and much more. 


From the rest of the world, the very long list of extraordinary offerings that we have the pleasure of presenting 
begins with a Russian 1828 Nicholas | Proof Denga and a rare variety of the 1879-S Australian Sovereign, 
continuing with a plethora of other issues all dazzling with their rarity, beauty, and uniqueness. As usual, there 
are simply too many items for us to enumerate, which attests further to the quality contained within this auction. 


We truly hope that you will find this selection as exciting as we do and that you will join us for both the Expo and 
the sale in Long Beach, where we have held dozens of auctions in the past and look forward to continuing to 
do so. Thank you, as always, to our consignors, our bidders, and our loyal friends, all without whom this event 
would not be possible.

Poseidonia is one of the more mysterious Greek cities of Southern 
Italy, having apparently been founded circa 600 BC by colonists 
from nearby Sybaris. Its name and the choice of Poseidon as the 
main motif on its coinage suggests the sea god must have been 
widely worshipped in the city, likely at a central temple, although 
no such structure has yet been identified by archaeology. Its 
coinage was introduced about 530 BC on the highly unusual relief 
/ incuse pattern employed by other contemporary South Italian 
Greek cities, notably its parent settlement of Sybaris. The strid- 
ing Poseidon seen here can only be described as a masterpiece of 
Archaic art, closely resembling the marble and limestone kouroi 
figures adorning shrines and tombs in mainland Greece around 
this time. These, in turn, were inspired by Egyptian art, whose 
conventions can Still be seen in the simultaneously frontal and 
sidelong pose of Poseidon.

Of the Archaic Greek coinages, the imagery of Acanthus is among 
the most striking and influential, depicting a lion attacking a bull, 
a motif soon adopted by several other cities. Lions prowled the 
hinterlands of Thrace and Macedon in this era and Herodotus 
recounts an episode when the baggage train of the Persian King 
Xerxes's army was set upon by lions during its march from Asia 
Minor into Greece proper. This particular rendering of the life- 
and-death struggle is especially powerful, with its yin-yang 
juxtapositioning of the two animals struck in living high relief.

The evocative coinage of Mende illustrates some long-forgotten 
myth regarding Dionysus, the Greek god of wine and revelry. 
Mende was famous as a center of wine production, as evidenced 
by numerous amphorae bearing the city’s stamp found through- 
out the Hellenic world. Dionysus was the patron god of the city. 
Although Dionysus is usually depicted in procession riding in a 
chariot pulled by panthers, on coins of Mende he is shown with 
a more humble form of transportation, reclining languidly on the 
back on an ass, clutching a high-handled wine cup and appear- 
ing pleasantly inebriated. Some rare varieties, including this 
example, also show a bird, likely a crow, in company of the god 
and ass; the meaning of this is unclear, and it might simply reflect 
the keen Greek observation of nature.

In 356 BC, three years after coming to power, the Macedonian 
King Philip II secured control of the gold and silver mines in the 
hinterlands of Amphipolis. This windfall immediately strength- 
ened his hand in dealing with the other Greek city-states. His 
coinage in gold commenced about 345 BC and was the first truly 
extensive Greek coinage in that metal. The Persians had been 
striking gold darics for nearly two centuries, but Philip’s new 
gold coin was weightier and more pleasing to the Greek eye, with 
a handsome youthful head of Apollo on the obverse and a racing 
chariot on the reverse, recalling another of his Olympic victories. 
Philip’s gold drew tens of thousands of hearty men from the hin- 
terlands of northern Greece into service in his well-trained army, 
enabling him to secure control of the nearly the entire mainland 
and plan the conquest of Persia eventually carried out by his son, 
Alexander III the Great. Gold staters of his design continued to be 
struck long after his assassination in 336 BC. As late as the third 
century AD, gold coins of any type were still casually referred to 
as “Philips.”

After Alexander the Great’s siege and destruction of Tyre in 332 
BC, most other Phoenician cities of the Levant quickly submitted. 
Sidon went so far as to depose its king, Straton IT, for his support 
of Darius. The people of Sidon asked Alexander to choose a 
new king; he delegated the choice to Hephaestion, who settled 
on a member of the royal house named Abdolonymus, who had 
fallen on such hard times he was feeding himself by the cultiva- 
tion of a kitchen garden. He was weeding in his garden when 
Hephaeston approached him with the royal crown and robes. 
Brought before Alexander, Abdolonymus was asked how he was 
able to endure his poverty; he replied “would be to heaven, I 
may as well bear my prosperity!” Alexander was so delighted 
he installed Abdolonymus in the palace of his predecessor and 
augmented his dominions from the surrounding territory. The 
coinage struck in Alexander’s name at Sidon is dated from the 
start of Abdolonymus’s reign in 332 BC.

The most dashing of Alexander’s successors, Demetrius I 
Poliorcetes was the son of the great Macedonian general 
Antigonus Monopthalmus (“one-eyed”’), who served both Philip II 
and Alexander III the Great. After Alexander’s death, Demetrius 
led armies in support of his father’s claim to supreme power. 
He won a signal naval victory in 306 BC at Salamis against the 
Ptolemaic fleet and, along with his father, accepted the title 
Basileos (“king”), ending the fiction that the Diadochi were ruling 
a united government. In 305 BC Demetrius subjected Rhodes to a 
titanic siege, employing the largest and most elaborate artillery 
engines and battle towers yet constructed. Ultimately unsuccess- 
ful, the siege still won him the epithet Poliorcetes (“besieger”’) 
by which he is still known. He had more success ruling Macedon 
301-288 BC, but his extravagance and capricious nature 
eventually proved his undoing and he spent his waning years 
in comfortable Seleucid captivity. The dynasty he established 
endured in Macedon until 168 BC. His handsome visage is clearly 
shown on this striking tetradrachm of Amphipolis; he adopts a 
bull’s horn as a symbol of divinity, counterpoint to the ram’s horn 
seen on the coins struck by his rival Lysimachus. The reverse 
image of Poseidon recalls the naval victory at Salamis.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of 
Macedon since Alexander III the Great. Soon after gaining the 
throne in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedon’s military 
and seeking ways to increase his dominance over Greece and the 
Balkans. Around 215 BC, he observed Hannibal's early success 
against Rome and made a treaty of alliance with Carthage, 
hoping to seize control of the Roman protectorate of Illyricum. 
The Romans viewed this as a stab in the back. In 200 BC, with 
Carthage defeated, the Romans moved decisively against Philip 
under the general T. Quinctius Flamininus. After two years of 
maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered Macedon’s phalanx at 
the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. Forced to sign a humili- 
ating peace treaty, Philip became a Roman ally and managed 
to recoup some of his lost territory and prestige over the next 
decade. Relations with Rome deteriorated throughout the 180s 
BC and Philip was making plans for another war when he died in 
179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinction of pursu- 
ing the course set by his father and presiding over its disastrous 
consequences.

Achelous was the Greek patron deity of the largest river in Greece. 
Like other river deities, he is usually depicted as a man-faced bull, 
with a particularly sensitive rendering on this tetradrachm of 
the Acarnanian Confederacy, a multi-city league on the southern 
Illyrian coast.

The earliest “owl” coinage of Athens coincides with the momen- 
tous expulsion of the last tyrants and the city’s adoption of the 
world’s first democracy. The quality of this coinage veers sharply 
between dies of remarkable crudity, comprising most of the 
coins struck, and a limited number of issues displaying great 
refinement. The great disparity in artistic quality led Seltman to 
propose an “imperial” mint in the Attic or Thracian hinterlands, 
staffed by artists of little or no talent, and a “civic” mint whose 
engravers displayed the full virtues and vigor of archaic art. In 
the latter category falls this lovely tetradrachm struck in the 
last decade of the sixth century BC. The head of Athena exhibits 
a pleasant profile and her lips are drawn into a tight “archaic 
smile”, also notable are the arrangement of hair along the brow 
line, so reminiscent of the marble koroi and reliefs that exemplify 
the era. The helmet is undecorated and the broad crest is defined 
just enough to suggest horsehair. The reverse owl is likewise a 
well-proportioned creature, somewhat slimmer than later incar- 
nations and standing proudly erect.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of 
Anatolia, well positioned to take advantage of trade across and 
through the Sea of Marmara.

1,200 year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. The tunny 
(tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, 
when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions that 
circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzi- 
cenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus 
and it is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage cur- 
rency, which carried over to become a mint symbol after the 
invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

The ostentatious display of Egypt’s wealth under the Ptolemies 
was not confined to gold coinage. Ptolemy I and his immediate 
successors also struck silver coins in larger denominations than 
any contemporary kingdom or city-state. Along with the vast out- 
pouring of gold in the name of his sister-wife Arsinoe II, Ptolemy 
IT also struck silver decadrachms displaying her veiled portrait 
backed with the cornucopia, symbolizing Egypt’s agricultural 
abundance. Having died in about 270 BC, Arsinoe is shown as a 
goddess, with the tip of a ram’s horn (symbolic of the god Ammon) 
poking out from beneath her veil, and the lotus-tipped scepter of 
the goddess Isis just visible above her head.

Silphium, a rather mysterious plant that grew wild in the envi- 
rons of Cyrene, was widely used as an all-purpose seasoning 
and medicament in the classical ancient world. Important to the 
local economy, it was frequently shown on the coins of Cyrene, 
including this splendid tetradrachm. It was said to be something 
of a wonder drug, used to treat cough, sore throat, fever, indi- 
gestion, and other maladies, in addition to its alleged use as a 
contraceptive (or abortifacient), or perhaps even an aphrodi- 
siac. Its heart-shaped seed pod or fruit may have originated the 
attachment of that shape to love and romance. Modern herbalists 
suspect it was a type of giant fennel belonging to the gens ferula. 
Ancient writers were convinced silphium had gone extinct due to 
over-harvesting and over-grazing by animals. Pliny the Elder 
reported that the last known stalk of silphium found in Cyrenaica 
was given to the Emperor Nero “as a curiosity.”

The second king of the Sasanian dynasty, Shapur I’s long and 
energetic reign raised Persia to glories it had not known since 
the heyday of the Achaemenid Kingdom eight centuries before. In 
AD 253 Shapur captured and sacked Antioch, the third greatest 
city of the Roman Empire, forcing the newly installed Emperor 
Valerian to assemble a large army and move east to confront the 
rampant Persians. Shapur drew the advancing Romans into a 
perfect trap and captured Valerian and his entourage alive, the 
greatest feat of arms yet by a Sasanian monarch and the worst 
humiliation ever suffered by a Roman emperor. A famous rock- 
carved relief in Naqsh-e Rustam shows Shapur seizing Valerian 
by the arm while another Roman Emperor (Philip) kneels before 
him in supplication. His military exploits enriched the treasury 
and enabled him to engage in stupendous building projects. A 
devout Zoroastrian, he was nevertheless tolerant of other faiths 
and is warmly mentioned as a just king in Jewish writings. Like 
many Sasanian kings, his silver coinage is vast while gold is rare.

The Kushans originated as a branch of the Yuezhi nomads of 
western China, intermixed with Bactrian, Iranian, and Indian 
elements, creating an eclectic blend of cultures and ethnicities. At 
its peak, the Kushan Empire stretched from modern Afghanistan, 
to northern and central Pakistan and India, and even to parts 
of Western China. Like many Kushan rulers, Vima Kadphises is 
something of a mystery in terms of his character and accomplish- 
ments. We know the broad outlines: He was the third ruler of the 
dynasty, succeeding his father Vima Taktu; he greatly enlarged 
the kingdom through conquests in modern Pakistan, the economy 
flourished during his reign as the Kushan Empire grew rich 
on foreign trade. Most importantly to our purposes, he was the 
first Kushan ruler to strike gold coins, including the impressive 
double-dinar, the types of which illustrate the unique fusion of 
Hellenistic Greek, Central Asian steppe, and Indian Hindu and 
Buddhist cultures found on early Kushan coinage. Like the Huns, 
the Kushans seem to have artificially elongated the skulls of 
their male rulers from infancy, producing the effect seen on the 
obverse portrait here. The reverse portrays the Central Asian 
god Oesho, which is represented with the acoutrements and guise 
of the Indian god Shiva, and the nandipada - the hoofprint of 
Shiva’s bull, Nandi.There is also a Roman element involved here 
if we consider that the gold from which this coin was made likely 
came from melted down aurei used to pay for eastern luxuries.

This issue is described in BMC as “silver with Ptolemaic por- 
trait” with an obverse of “bust of Ptolemy XV (?) diademed and 
draped”. Comparing our coin to other Ascalon issues in sales 
archives, the obverse does look like the Ascalon-dated series of 
Antiochus VIII (Seleucid Kingdom), as noted on the holder, and 
the eagle on the reverse most certainly is in the style consistent 
with Seleucid issues. The attribution question comes in with 
the reverse legend - the similar Seleucid coins have a legend of 
BAXTIAEQS-ANTIOXOY and the date format is AX in left field 
and date in right field. The “L” on this coin is consistent with 
Ptolemaic Egypt issues. In addition, there is one example of 
an Ascalon-minted tetradrachm, likely from this issue, that has 
a portrait of Cleopatra VII, with this reverse legend and date 
format (Roma Numismatics, Auction XIII, 23 March 2017, lot 428). 
If the Ascalon date is being converted correctly as 64/3 BC, with 
year 41 being reconciled from the year of autonomy of Ascalon 
in 104/3 BC, this coin would fall in the reign of Ptolemy XII and 
not Ptolemy XV as postulated by BMC. Regardless, this enigmatic 
issue still puzzles scholars today and more research is necessary 
to firmly determine where it falls within the ancient numismatic 
corpus.

This type celebrates his illustri- 
ous ancestors, including Lucius Junius Brutus, the first Consul 
of Rome, who in 509 BC initiated the conspiracy that overthrew 
the city’s last king, Tarquin the Proud. The reverse honors Gaius 
Servilius Ahala, who in 439 BC used a dagger concealed in the 
folds of his toga under his arm to slay Spurius Maelius, a wealthy 
patrician who had plotted to make himself king. In 44 BC, Brutus 
would undertake a conspiracy to slay another tyrant, Julius 
Caesar, in which the conspiring senators concealed daggers 
within their togas.

Marcus Junius Brutus was a blue-blooded Roman who had 
attained a fortune by lending money at exorbitant interest rates 
when he was suborned into the conspiracy against his former 
benefactor, Julius Caesar. As his distant ancestor had entered 
history as a great tyrannicide, Brutus soon became the de-facto 
leader and spokesmen for the assassins. After the Ides of March, 
Brutus induced a cowed senate to give him a governorship in 
northern Greece and promptly departed to raise money and arms 
for the brewing civil war against Caesar’s adherents. He cut a 
brutal swath through Greece, Thrace and Asia Minor, looting 
city treasuries and enforcing horrendous taxes at the point of a 
sword. He turned his ill-gotten gains into silver denarii to pay 
his growing army and navy, including this type. Brutus and 
his companions were soon maneuvered into battle against the 
Caesarians at Philippi in Greece, where Mark Antony proved to 
be much the better general. Brutus took his own life with the very 
dagger he had plunged into Caesar, earning this unattractive 
character the reputation as a martyr for the cause of liberty.

This interesting reverse records the heady days when Augustus’s 
two stepsons, Tiberius and Drusus, began the Alpine campaign 
which aimed to bring all of Germany under Roman control. The 
scene depicted on the reverse above shows Drusus and Tiberius 
presenting victory laurels to Augustus for subjugating the tribes 
occupying the foothills of the Alps. This was to be the staging 
ground for a gigantic flank attack that would conquer all of 
Germania to the Elbe and Weser Rivers. A series of campaigns 
by Drusus 12-9 BC seem to have accomplished this; however, the 
death of Drusus due to injuries suffered in a freak riding accident 
in September of 9 BC was a setback which cost the Romans dearly 
and eventually lost them control of “free Germany” east of the 
Rhine.

This beautiful sestertius is noteworthy both for its bearded por- 
trait of Nero and the intriguing architectural reverse. While the 
vast majority of male Romans in the first century AD were clean- 
shaven, Nero affected a scruffy “chin beard” in the mid-60s AD, 
perhaps in mourning for his second wife Poppaea Sabina, who 
died in AD 65. Poppaea was allegedly pregnant at the time of 
her death, and ancient historians hostile to Nero (most of them) 
attribute her demise to a kick to her abdomen delivered by Nero 
in a fit of rage. His extravagant grief over her death argues 
against this, and it is more likely she died due to complications 
in her pregnancy or childbirth. The reverse image of the Temple 
of Janus marks another, less personal historical event — Peace 
with Parthia. The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest struc- 
tures in the Roman Forum. According to tradition, the doors 
were kept open in wartime and closed during times of peace. The 
closing of the Temple doors was a rare event, even during the Pax 
Romana. In AD 66, having recently concluded a favorable peace 
treaty with Parthia, Nero closed the doors with great fanfare and 
marked the occasion on his coinage.

This magnificent Judaea Capta sestertius is part of the propa- 
ganda campaign touting Vespasian’s victory in the Jewish War. 
The figure of Judaea is shown in an attitude of mourning, while 
a captive Jewish warrior behind stands with his hands bound 
behind his back, destined from slavery or death in the Roman 
arena. Such images, while supremely brutal to modern eyes, 
were to the Romans justified and indeed glorious, the rebellious 
Jews having broken faith with their overlords and killed tens of 
thousands of Roman soldiers and civilians. The IVDAEA CAPTA 
propaganda helped consolidate Vespasian’s hold on power in the 
wake of the disastrous civil wars of AD 69.

This bold portrait displays to good effect Hadrian’s famous beard, 
which was a notable departure from the tradition of clean-shav- 
en Roman rulers. Previous Roman emperors were sometimes 
depicted on their coins with a scruffy light growth along the jaw 
line; these instances likely represented a “mourning beard” worn 
after the death of someone in the Imperial family. Hadrian was 
the first emperor to sport a full, heavy beard, albeit carefully 
trimmed. Roman historians present two reasons for his facial 
hair: (1) to hide unsightly pockmarks on his cheeks resulting from 
a childhood illness, (2) to show his sympathy with Greek philoso- 
phers, traditionally shown as bearded. Whatever his reasons for 
growing it, Hadrian’s beard kicked off a fashion trend for Roman 
emperors that lasted nearly two centuries, until Constantine the 
Great brought shaving back into favor.

This aureus was struck shortly after Antoninus’s assumption of 
the titles Augustus and Pius, and just before the beginning of his 
second consulship on January 1, AD 139. It is commonly asserted, 
based on the biography of Antoninus in the Historia Augusta, that 
Antoninus engaged in a lengthy negotiation over the deification 
of his predecessor Hadrian with a recalcitrant Senate, which was 
upset by Hadrian’s executions toward the end of his reign and 
more inclined to issue a damnatio against his name. Antoninus is 
said to have refused the title of Augustus and threatened to abdi- 
cate his position as Caesar unless the deification was carried out; 
the Senate, concerned over a possible civil war, finally relented. 
Mindful of Antoninus’s efforts on behalf of his adoptive father, the 
Senate granted him the honorific Pius (‘dutiful’).

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman sen- 
atorial family of Spanish descent. In about AD 115, she married 
Titus Fulvius Antoninus, a respected Senator, and through her 
connections he was tapped as Hadrian’s successor. Antoninus 
succeeded to the throne in AD 138 and Faustina was acclaimed 
as Augusta. Antoninus honored her extensively and her vivac- 
ity, fashion sense and compassion for the poor made her very 
popular. Her distinctive hairstyle, with a tight coil adopt her head, 
was copied by women throughout the Empire. Only two years into 
the reign, Faustina died of an unknown illness; the grief-stricken 
emperor ordered her deification and an immense commemorative 
coinage.

Didius Julianus was born to a wealthy family in AD 137, prob- 
ably in Milan. He had a prominent government career, including 
several provincial governorships in the reigns of Marcus Aurelius 
and Commodus. Though successful, did not earn the respect 
of his fellow senators, who regarded him as a sensualist and 
a spendathrift. When the Emperor Pertinax was killed by the 
Praetorians after only a three-month reign, no ready succes- 
sor was at hand. Pertinax’s father-in-law, Flavius Sulpicianus, 
entered the Praetorian camp and tried to get the troops to pro- 
claim him emperor, but he met with little enthusiasm. Sensing an 
opportunity, Didius Julianus rushed to the camp and began to 
make cash promises to the soldiers from outside the wall. Soon 
the scene became an auction, with Sulpicianus and Julianus 
striving to outbid each other for the favor of the troops. When 
Sulpicianus reached 20,000 sesterces per soldier, Didius Julianus 
upped the bid by a whopping 5,000 sesterces. Sold! Julianus was 
allowed into the camp and proclaimed emperor. Confronted by 
the swords of the Praetorians, the Senate approved his elevation, 
but could not hide its disgust. Disturbances broke out through- 
out the city, and a crowd at the Colosseum loudly called for 
Pescennius Niger, governor of Syria, to march on Rome. Niger 
was not the only alternative. Two other provincial governors also 
declared themselves emperor: Clodius Albinus in Britain, and 
Septimius Severus in Pannonia. Severus, closest to Rome, imme-

Pescennius Niger was a successful military commander in the 
reign of Commodus. In AD 191, he was made governor of Syria, 
leading a substantial legionary force, and was thus well-posi- 
tioned when word arrived of Commodus’ assassination on the 
last day of AD 192. When Pertinax was murdered less than two 
months later, Niger saw his opportunity and arranged for his 
troops to proclaim him emperor as a rival to Pertinax’s replace- 
ment, Didius Julianus. Rather than marching on Rome, Niger 
remained in the east to solidify his power base. But his caution 
proved costly, as in the meantime the governor of Moesia, 
Septimius Severus, made a lightning march on Rome, easily 
disposed of Julianus, and induced the Senate to declare Niger a 
public enemy. Niger had the bigger army, but it suffered repeat- 
ed defeats throughout early AD 194. Niger attempted to flee 
to Parthia, but was captured and executed by one of Severus’ 
generals. Niger’s coinage was confined to the eastern mints of 
Caesarea, Antioch and Alexandria, and was actively suppressed 
by the victorious Severus, accounting for its rarity today.

Julianus at first 
tried negotiations, then sent assassins to kill Severus, to no avail. 
Julianus next tried to fortify Rome but the results were ineffective 
and ludicrous. With Julianus’ authority in Rome rapidly dete- 
riorating, Severus was able to send messages to the Praetorians, 
who renounced their allegiance to Julianus. Seeing their cue, the 
Senators proclaimed Severus emperor and passed a death sen- 
tence on Julianus. On June I, AD 193, a Praetorian officer found 
the cringing Julianus hiding in the palace and dispatched him, 
ending his 65-day reign.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus, and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian II was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that 
Justinian’s choice to produce this new type came in response to 
the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style 
solidi bearing the Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 
692, which he used in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to 
the eruption of the Battle of Sebastopolis the same year.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed 
his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. 
The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different from 
the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of 
the iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian II's first 
reign.

Together reigning nearly 60 years, Leo III and his son Constantine 
V reshaped Byzantine society and preserved the empire’s core 
against the onslaught of Arab armies and Slavic invaders alike. 
Born to a peasant family in northern Syria, Leo III rose to become 
commander of the Anatolikon Theme in Asia Minor. With the 
Arabs preparing a massive siege of Constantinople, Leo’s soldiers 
proclaimed him emperor in place of the feeble Theodosius III in 
March of AD 717. Six months later, the long-anticipated siege 
commenced. Leo proved equal to the task of defending the capital, 
and with the help of a new secret weapon called Greek fire and a 
timely counterattack, the Arabs were utterly routed. In 740, Leo 
cemented his reputation as a peerless soldier by crushing the 
Arab army at the battle of Akroinon in Phrygia. He also instituted 
numerous reforms that strengthened the central government and 
improved fairness in the administration of law. But he is chiefly 
known for his policy of iconoclasm, or the destruction of sacred 
images, which he regarded as akin to the graven images con- 
demned in the 10 Commandments.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in 
both Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a 
woman ruled the Empire in her own right. Previous empresses 
had effectively wielded supreme power, but only by using a male 
figurehead as nominal ruler. An Athenian beauty of renowned 
intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the wife of Emperor Leo 
IV. When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for their ado- 
lescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her 
ouster. But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with 
a series of military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him 
ousted and blinded in 797, seizing sole power for herself. She won 
popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but the 
state’s coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military 
disasters that further undermined her position. Furthermore, the 
accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the 
imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in 800. He in turn sent 
Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and 
Western Christendom under one government and changed the 
course of history, but it was not to be: In 802 Irene was ousted 
in a coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus, who exiled her 
Lesbos, where she died the following year. Her devotion to icons 
led to her canonization in the Orthodox Church.

Theodora, who ruled as regent for Michael III during his long 
minority, was one of the more successful female Byzantine rulers. 
She was wed to the newly crowned Theophilus in AD 830 follow- 
ing a “bride show” in which eligible maidens from all over the 
Empire were paraded before the young emperor. She remained 
a fervent iconodule despite the strict iconoclasm of her husband, 
and bore him seven children over 12 years. In AD 842, Theophilus 
died at only 29 years of age; his only surviving son was the three- 
year old Michael III, who had already been declared emperor 
and succeeded without opposition, with Theodora acting as 
regent. She was ably assisted by her brothers, Bardas and 
Petronas, as well as by Theoktistos, the logothete (admiral) of the 
Byzantine navy. The borders were maintained, Arab and slavic 
raids repulsed, and the century-old iconoclastic controversy 
ended diplomatically by a restoration of icons (as objects of ven- 
eration, not worship), without reprisal on those who had sought 
their destruction. Throughout, she demonstrated herself an effec- 
tive and capable ruler. In typical Byzantine fashion, though, she 
soon fell victim to court intrigues by her brother Bardas, who 
conspired with the young Michael in AD 856 to remove Theodora 
from power. Once deposed, she was confined to a convent and 
could only watch helplessly as a lowborn but ambitious courtier 
named Basil wormed her way into her son's affections, did away 
with Bardas, and ultimately murdered Michael and ascended the 
throne himself in AD 867.

A Macedonian peasant, Basil came to Constantinople as a young 
man seeking his fortune, and can hardly have done any better. 
Despite having no education or money, he parlayed an appoint- 
ment as a groom in the Imperial stables into a friendship with 
the Emperor Michael III “The Drunkard,” who appointed him 
co-emperor in May of AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder 
of the powerful Caesar Bardas, then, in September of 867, he 
did away with Michael himself. Once installed as uncontested 
ruler, he proved himself as gifted as he was cunning, crafty and 
ruthless. He continued the military expansion begun by his prede- 
cessors and dealt the Arabs and Slavs several heavy defeats while 
consolidating and strengthening the empire’s new frontiers. He 
is shown here with his eldest and favorite son Constantine, who, 
predeceased him in AD 879.

The son of Leo VI the Wise, Constantine VII Porphyrogenitus 
(“purple-born”) reigned for nearly half a century, although 
he only held actual power for the last quarter of that span. As 
a child he was under the regency of his mother Zoé and the 
Patriarch Nicholas. A crisis occasioned by war with Bulgaria 
in AD 920 brought the capable admiral Romanus I to the throne 
as co-emperor; Romanus proceeded to advance his own sons 
in the succession, keeping Constantine in the background. But 
Constantine learned much during his long apprenticeship and, 
in AD 944, he cannily managed a palace coup that deposed 
Romanus and his sons, leaving Constantine as sole ruler. By 
nature a scholar, he wrote several treatises and guidebooks on 
government that survive to this day. Learning, art and literature 
throve, and the Macedonian Renaissance gained strength under 
his firm and conscientious rule.

A commoner from the Black Sea coast of Anatolia, Michael IV 
was the brother of John the Orphanotrophos (keeper of the state 
orphanage), a crafty eunuch who had gained a dominant position 
in the Byzantine court. Through John’s influence, the handsome 
Michael was introduced to the Empress Zoe and became her lover. 
Upon the suspicious death of Zoe’s husband, the elderly Emperor 
Romanus III, Michael married Zoe and was himself acclaimed as 
Emperor. Although an epileptic, he soon proved a strong ruler 
and a brave soldier, leading Byzantine armies to victory against 
the Arabs, Fatamids and Bulgarians. Sicily was partially recon- 
quered and a favorable treaty signed with Fatamid Egypt. But the 
stress of office and military campaigns took a toll on his fragile 
health and Michael died after a too-brief reign of seven years in 
December AD 1041. In the realm of coinage, it was under Michael 
IV that the now familiar scyphate, or “cup-shaped” fabric was 
first employed for the gold histamenon nomisma. The reasons for 
its adoption are not well understood, but it became the standard 
model for Byzantine coinage for the next three and a half centu- 
ries.

Having outlasted all other members of the Macedonian dynasty, 
Theodora accepted the purple as sole ruler after the death of 
Constantine IX in January AD 1055.

Theodora was one of two daughters born to the Emperor 
Constantine VIII (AD 1025-1028). Unlike her sister Zoe, whom 
she detested, Theodora was bookish and solitary, preferring the 
life of the convent to the company of men. She was not above 
involving herself in the imperial family’s intrigues, however, and 
in AD 1042 she briefly reigned as co-Empress with Zoe. However, 
the sisters could not agree on anything and Zoe was hastily 
married off to the aristocrat Constantine Monomachus, who 
accepted the throne as Constantine IX. Having outlasted all other 
members of the Macedonian dynasty, Theodora accepted the 
purple as sole ruler after the death of Constantine IX in January 
1055.

In 1059 she married the 
newly crowned emperor Constantine X, an elderly civil servant 
ill-suited to the succession of military crises that soon plagued the 
Empire. When Constantine died in May 1067, Eudocia assumed 
the regency for her two sons, Michael VII and Constantius. The 
mounting crises soon forced her to marry a distinguished general, 
Romanus Diogenes, who ascended the throne as Romanus IV on 
I January 1068. The coinage of Eudocia as senior ruler is quite 
limited.

With the 
frontiers undefended, invasions came from Hungary and the 
German Empire of Frederick Barbarossa, who brutally sacked 
Thessalonica. The mob that had raised Andronicus to power 
turned on him and tore him to shreds, bringing the illustrious 
Comnenan dynasty to a tawdry end.

During the English Civil War, the king’s army 
sought refuge at various fortresses and strongholds, often setting 
up on-the-spot mints in order to finance their efforts to maintain 
the monarchy. As the main mint and fort at Oxford began to fail, 
tenuous spots such as Bridgnorth, which was active for only about 
2 months, saw temporary occupation. Next to no hard evidence 
exists about this location as an issuer of the king’s money, but 
current scholarship places this groat, along with other denomina- 
tions marked with a pellet in the reverse legend and a diminutive 
plume, or badge, to left of the portrait, as being the initial marks 
of this mint. A piece that certainly seems conservatively graded 
considering the typical state of these issues, we draw quick refer- 
ence to the Eric P. Newman example auctioned by us in 2014 (Lot 
30621), which contained a large edge chip and very ragged flan, 
and achieved just over $1400.

All of the details are remarkably deeply 
impressed with only the slightest traces of weakness in the design—an astonishing feat for these typically crude coins—the distinction between 
Vladimir’s fingers, crown, and ornaments firmly defined and fully rendered. The script of the legends moreover appears refined and fully liter- 
ate, with only a slight scratch extending downwards from the C to the right of Christ’s bust. 


Established along the bustling trade routes linking the Byzantine Empire, Islamic World, and the Nordic lands, the early Viking settlement of 
Kiev-Rus was well-positioned at the crossroads of a vast monetary trade, though the Rus themselves initially possessed no minting tradition of 
their own. This fortunate geography not only brought them into contact with the Byzantine international gold coin par excellence, the histame- 
non nomisma, but also with an enormous volume of Arabic dirhams flowing out of the Abbasid Caliphate to Eastern Europe and Scandinavia. 
While this flow had reached its height in the eastern Slavonic lands around the 9th century, by the closing decades of the 10th a dearth of silver 
hand become apparent in the Islamic world, bringing the export of dirhams to the West to a halt. 


It has been supposed by numerous scholars of early Russian numismatics (including Spassky) that this crisis of silver coin—the production of 
Byzantine silver in the form of miliaresia at this time also being largely minimal—in Slavic trade prompted Vladimir I to strike his own coins, 
the so-called srebrenniki (whose name literally means “silver’’) to try to supply for the earlier trade. Though the designs of these coins are clearly 
inspired by the nomismata of Basil II and Constantine VII, with the image of a seated imperial figure and the bust of Christ, their weight and 
fabric trace much more heavily from the broad, thin Arabic dirhams so prevalent in the 8th and 9th century trade, further evidence that the new 
coins were conceived to replace the old. Another, parallel possibility for their production was Vladimir’s capture of the Byzantine mint city of 
Korsun around 990, which up to that point had been the only mint operating in Byzantine territory besides Constantinople. While the Grand 
Prince returned the city to the Eastern Emperors not long afterwards (as the bridegroom’s gift for his marriage to the Emperor’s sister Anna), it 
is highly likely that he brought minting officials together with priests and relics with him back to Kiev. Regardless of the foundational impetus, 
the srebrenniks seem to have failed at their initial goal, for after brief periods of production under Vladimir’s sons Svyatopolk the Accursed and 
Yaroslav the Wise, Rus entered a centuries-long coinless period. At the time that I. G. Spassky’s The Russian Monetary System was published, 
the number of known srebrenniks of all three rulers numbered only in the low 20s. 


Both the presence of clear Christian symbolism and the truly masterful level of execution on the present piece reveals interesting facts about its 
history, clearly struck after Vladimir’s momentous baptism in 988, with the style and literacy of the legends pointing to an early period of manu- 
facture in the series. For the collector and scholar of the early history of the Russian state alike, such an offering presents a unique opportunity 
not-to-be-missed.

The style of this coin is clearly Sicyonian and the TM monogram 
matches Price 725, however the series device of a boy with taenia 
left in the left field has clearly been removed from the die. The 
die was still fresh, and thus the mintmaster wanted to still put 
it into production, so the new series mark of the tripod was 
added, but in the right field since the left field already had so 
much work done to it. The conundrum being that Sicyonia never 
used a tripod on their tetradrachms, but Corinth did, as well as 
Messene, who entered the Achaean League in 191 BC. The Social 
War Issues were produced under the Achaean League in part 
of the alliance against the many invasions that were threaten- 
ing to bring it to collapse. The strategos of the Achaean League 
was Aratos, a native of Sicyon and his city was at times used as 
the headquarters for the League. It is tempting to conclude this 
reverse die was completed near the end of the war and afterward 
was sent to another mint.

The Ostrogothic king Theoderic ruled Italy for more than three 
decades more successfully than any Roman emperor in over a 
century.

Stevens, 
however, favors the year 1792 when a trial of laminating and 
cutting machinery took place at the Calcutta mint. It is reported 
that only 1,000 pieces were struck, then replaced by the narrow 
boarder type. A highly desirable issue with a considerable sharp- 
ness to the calligraphy.

stria to the centimeter represented an early “experimental or 
an unsuccessful issue” which preceded the frozen date rupees 
struck at the Calcutta mint from 1819 forward. The present 
example could very likely be this same coin, stemming as it does 
from Wiggins’ own collection, which was sold at least in part by 
Baldwins in 2001, though the poor quality of the photos in his 
article make a definitive pairing near impossible. It also appears 
to possibly be struck on another coin, as traces of an undertype 
seem visible below the exergal line on the obverse, though the 
present cataloger has been unable to determine the undertype—a 
fact which holds up Wiggins’ argument that it indeed is a trial. 
The overall execution, moreover, is superb with a noteworthy 
crispness to the calligraphy seldom seen in this series. Certainly a 
piece of intensive interest to collectors of the British Indian series, 
and likely a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to acquire as such.
